knnsas voters in the general election 
next November will be called upon to 
vote on the greatest number of pro- 
posed constitutional amendments ever 
r-ibmillecl at one election since adop- 
tion of the constitution in 1874, if Icn 
petitions being advertised arc initi- 
ated according to law. 
, 


One of the ten proposed amendments 


has been properly initiated, according 
to Secretary of State Jim B. Higgins. 
That one, if adopted, will repeal the 
HI-11. income tax act of 1929. 


Of the remaining nine, seven arc 


sponsored by the Arkansas Taxpayers' 
Protective association, to the adver- 
tisements of which arc signed the 
names of J. M. Futrcll, Paragoulcl, C. 
H. Triplet!. Pine Bluff, and Joe K. 
Mahony, El Dorado. 


Properly Tax Involved 


One of these provides that the gen- 


eral assembly shall not increase the 
total of the present rates for properly 
taxes now levied for state purposes, 
nor increase 
^: other rate of tax- 


ation for state purposes except after 
approval of a majority of the people. 
• The second would provide that the 
general assembly shall not appropriate 
in excess of the estimated revenue of 
various tax sources to^bcidetermined 
by a bOB'vUvwhtch"%\iWW*ctIlflp-<$Sctl' 
of the governor, treasurer and auditor 
^ of state. The proposed amendment! 
K-nlso would limit expenses of the log- 
^•'islaturo to an average 6f $800 a day. 


• The third would provide that no bill 
passed by the general assembly shall 
become law unless the journal en- 
tries showing its passage in each house 
shall have been permanently made 
and reported to each house, and the 
journals showing the passage 
filed

Alexandria Safe' 
From Flood Waters 


Red River at Stand 5.2 
Feet Above Flood Level, 


Expected to Decline 


ALEXANDRIA, La.. June fi.—(/]')- 


The people of Alexandria today con- 
sidered that they had won their bat- 
tle against high water in Red river's 
flood by confining the inundation here 
largely to the several thousand acres 
overflowed between here and Boyce 
throughthc crevasses in Bayou Rap- 
ides levees. 


The weather bureau at New Orleans 


announced that to all practical pur-

M feet at Alexandria and at that stage

Hint the Rapides parish levees would 
hold the 'strain and pass the water 
on. 


The seat of danger lay Thursday 


in Avoyelles parish, the last lap of 
the flood passage between Rapides 
parish and the Mississippi river. 


Workers up and clown the river in 


Avoyelles, appVehensive of the out- 
come, .kept crews of men constantly 
on the levees sandbagging weak spots 
and planking the levees higher. 


The greatest strain was exerted near 


Vick and Moncla, north of Marksville. 
iind at Barbins landing in Avoyelles 
parish 12 miles below Monclu ferry. 
Bank caving has been happening there 
for 24 hours and men were waging a 
hard battle against the swollen river. 


The Red. practically at a stand 5.2 


feet above flood level at Alexandria, 
is expected to show a decline in about 
48 hours. 


The Red Cross was distributing re- 


lief to refugees in the Enterprise ad- 
dition to the city and flooded farming 
country while up the river where nine 
persons lost their lives .and the in- 
undation was cast, the state sanitary 
engineer warned that rigid measures 
be taken against the spread of malaria 
and typhoid from stagnant pools and 
contaminated wells.

Little Rock lawyer, opponent of ^Rob- 
inson for the nomination, is reported 
in many quarters to have increased 
and the democratic senate leader is 
not expected to have a walk away as 
in past races. 


The main forces against Robinson 


arc said to come from organizations 
which fought the democratic presi- 
dential ticket two years ago and near- 
ly turned the solid democratic state

Campbell at the present is making 


a vigorous campaign throughout the 
state. 


First Race Since 1918 


It is the first time there has been 


a contest for Robinson's scat in con- 
gress since 1918. 


A determined fight has enlivened 


the campaign in the governor's race, 
with two candidates actively stump- 
inc the state. 


Brooks Hays, 31-year-old attorney, 


who was a runner up in 1928, is in 
northwest Arkansas this week end. 
Hays has sharply attacked Gov. Har- 
vey Parnell in his campaign address- 
es. 


Gov. 
Parnell will open headquart- 


ers here next week and open his big 
guns from now until the primary 
August 12. 


Both Parnoll and Hays have come in 


for attacks from John C. Sheffield of 
Helena another candidate. Parndl, 
former lieutenant governor, became 
the chief executive upon the appoint- 
ment of Gov. John E. Martineau as 
federal judge in 1927. He was elected 
for a full term in 1928.
